The recent death of this great actor, fol- 
lowing 80 close that of Forest and Macready, 
nearly terminates the old school of players. 
Mr. Wallack was a favorite up to a few months 
before his death, but still he never changed 
the mannerisms of the old silage, never 
adapted himself to the modern éxigencies of 
the drama. About a year ago his health first 
began to fail him, but he continued to play, 
appearing in 1872 as Mathias, in “The Bellis,” 
at Booth’s. His last public appearance 
in John Brougham’s “Lily of France.” His 
failing strength was, however, unequal to the 
fencing scene, and it had to be cut. 

He was born in London in 1816, and made his 
debut in this country in 1842, playing Péarro 
to his uncle’s Rolla. For thirty years he has 
been continuously before the public, appeas- 
ing in nearly every respectable theatre of the 
country, in a large and varied number of 
roles, His Fagin in Oliver Twist was, per- 
haps, the most powerful of his portrayals, 
while Henry Dunbar is best remembered of 
his sombre and pathetic parts. He relin- 
quished the Shakespearean drama, many years 
ago, for the melo-drama. 

His father was Henry Wallack, a well- 
known actor, and a brother of James Wil- 
liam Wallack, the founder of the New York 
theatre that stil] bears his name. Lester 
Wallack is a son of James William Wallack. 
So the subject of this sketch and Lester, wiv 
is living, were first cousins. The departed 
member of the illustrious family leaves no 
issues, and neither of Lester Wallack’s sons 
are in the profession that their ancestors have 
so long adorned and elevated.
